Men who know this mystic man 
say that this is what he means 
when he talks of France regain- 
ing her “lost soul.” This is what 
he has in mind providing France 
from his own strength and per- 
sonality. This is why he said, dur- 
ing the second great world war 
when he was a symbol of re- 
sistance almost unmatched in our 
time, that he considered himself 
called by destiny to be the Joan 
of Arc of modern France. 


These are days when not many 
leaders believe in dreams. The 
De Gaulle program is remindful 
of the one with which President 
Dwight D. Eisenhower began his 
first term. One has flashes from 
him in some of his present-day 
speeches. He, too, has talked of 
this country being willing to sac- 
rifice. He has called on it to 
think less in partisan ways and 
more in patriotic generalities. 
The President has often spoken 
of this country not losing its soul. 


Selfish Pragmatism 


But, we see today a world lean- 
ing more to selfish pragmatism 
than to compassion and sacrifice. 
And of politics there is no end. 
Indeed, one of the complaints 
made against President Eisenhow- 
er has been that, while he was 
quieting the people with his ap- 
peal to walk on the high ground 
of life, Sherman Adams and the 
professional politicians of the 
GOP were slitting the throats of 
the unsuspecting. 


Gen. de Gaulle said during his 
days of symbolism, when Ger- 
many occupied France, that a 
France which was strongly and 
truly led and which lived up to 
her traditions of liberty and 
equality would hold the loyalty of 
all her colonials. 

One wonders. 

Now is a time to be praying for 
Gen. de Gaulle. If he does not 
bring off his great dream for 
France, then indeed will the hori- 
zon constrict and darken; then 
for sure will the riderless horses 
be loosed to trample the distant 
skies in apocalyptic threat. 

This is a vulgar way to put it— 
if one considers the financial val- 
ues to be vulgar. This country 
could not replace for one hundred 
billion dollars all. that would be 
lost if France should fall into the 
hands of an alien and hostile gov- 
ernment. No amount of money 
could plug that gap because 
France is a geographic plug. All 
the pipe lines, the rail and dock 
facilities; the airfields, the stra- 
tegic planning, could be restored 
for perhaps that staggering sum. 
But they would not be enough. 

So, we have De Gaulle and his 
dream. 


Communist Hopes 


The Communists, who do not 
believe in dreams or things spir- 
itual, have wanted De Gaulle to 
succeed. They think his hopes are 
dust and that when he fails there 
will come a grab by the army. 
And that out of that will come 
chaos and communism. 

And, in truth, much of the 
dream this stubborn, mysterious 
and mystic man had in 1945 al- 
ready is beyond attainment. Syr-

A part of the anger and humili- 
ation of the French army dates 
back to, that defeat, Tunisia and 
Morocco were the last to go.

WASHINGTON—Soviet Premier 
Khrushchev sent a letter to Presi- 
dent Eisenhower Tuesday urging 
an expansion of East-West trade. 

The letter was delivered at 3:15 
Tuesday afternoon to Deputy Un- 
dersecretary of State Robert Mur- 
phy by Mikhail A. Menshikov, the 
Soviet ambassador. 


TRANSLATORS CHECK 


Translators were immediately | 
called in, and a half hour later 
Lincoln White, State department 
spokesman, said: “The subject 
matter concerns trade relations 
between Russia and the United 
States.” 

White said he did not know 
whether Khrushchev made spe- 
cific proposals for increasing 
trade. However, diplomatic 
sources said that the eight- -page 
letter not only urged an increase 
of trade but specifically detailed 
categories of industrial equipment 
which the Soviet Union would like 
to purchase from the United 
States. 


WANTS CHEMICALS 


Khrushchev has already indi- 
cated that the Soviet Union is 
particularly interest in pur- 
chasing chemical plants and also 
hiring engineers and technicians 
to supervise their erection and 
running. 

In a speech to the Central Com- 
mittee of the Soviet Communist 
Party May 6, Khrushchev said the 
Soviet Union planned to invest 
more than 25 billion dollars at the 
official rate of exchange in the 
expansion of its chemical plant 
by 1965.

United States Senate.”’ 


Farley celebrated his 70th birth- | 
last Friday. Interviewers | 
found him in robust good health. 
He forecast a Democratic election 
victory this year. 

The Senate seat will be contest- 
ed because the incumbent, Sen. 
Irving M. Ives (R-NY), is not 
seeking re-election for health rea- 
sons. Nominating conventions for 
both parties will be held in late 
August. 

Other Democrats considered 
possible candidates for the sena- 
torial nomination are Mayor Rob- 
ert F. Wagner of New York, Man- 
hattan Dist. Atty. Frank Hogan 
and Thomas W. Finletter, former 
secretary of the Air Force. 

Farley was one of the p= ‘tects 
of the New Deal. He broke with 
the late President Franklin D. 
Roosevelt in 1940 over the third 
term issue. 

Farley first was elected to pub- 
lic office in 1911 as town clerk of 
Stony Point, N.Y., up the Hudson 
River from New York City. His 
last elective bid for office won 
him a. State Assembly seat in 
1923.

WASHINGTON (#—The Council of State Chambers of Commerce 
called Tuesday for a public outpouring of letters to persuade Con- 
gress to cut taxes this year as a recession measure. 


The leader- 
ship of both parties in Congress 
is supporting this point of view. 

But the council argued: ‘‘Incen- 
tive tax relief will do more to cre- 
ate jobs with less adverse effect 
on the budget than any spending 
action the government can take.” 


Its report held that although Ei- 
senhower may be right in judging 
that the recession is approaching 
bottom, the end of the decline 
does not assure an early resur- 
gence of economic activity.

Air Crash 


GUADALAJARA, Mexico (P—A 
Mexican airliner crashed into a 
rainswept mountain peak near 


Guadalajara Monday night, killing 
all 45 persons aboard. Sixteen of 
the dead were identified as Ameri- 
cans. 


Mexican newsman Julio Scherer 
Garcia, who reached the scene 
with ground rescue parties, re- 
ported there were no survivors. 


Scherer also said the bodies and 
luggage of the crash victims had 
been looted. He quoted army Lt. 
Jaime Vazquez as saying it was a 
case of wanton pillage. 


Scherer said broken bodies were 
found with empty pockets turned 
inside out. Jewelry and purses 
were missing, he said, and bag- 
gage was ripped open. 

The wreckage was spotted from 
the air at daybreak but hours 
passed before rescue workers 
could make their tortuous way up 
the rugged peak, 7,500-foot San 
Agustin, a plateau 10 miles wert 
of Guadalajara. 


The plane, a Constellation of the 
Aeronaves de Mexico, went down 
minutes after taking off for Mexi- 
co City.

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De Gaulle Moves 


To ‘Save’ France 


No matter what happens in the fu- 
ture, few can begrudge the approval 
which has greeted Gen de Gaulle’s de- 
cisiveness in taking over the fearful re- 
sponsibility of trying to rescue France 
from chaos. 

He has reached this point without re- 
sorting to the military coup which cer- 
tainly was within his grasp. He has 
asked for and received through legal 
means authority to rule France by de- 
cree for six months. While it is obviously 
true that he could not have attained 
power without the military insurrection 
in Algeria, it is to his credit that he in- 
sisted upon maintaining the form of law 
and order. 

The general has little enough time to 
accomplish what he has undertaken to do. 
In six months he must move toward a 
workable solution to the Algerian muddle 
and to restore government supremacy 
over the army. This he acted quickly 
upon yesterday by summoning the head 
of the insurrection and by making plans 
for an immediate trip to Algeria itself. 


His other major tasks are to reform 
the constitution which renders present 
French governme incapable of decisive 
action and to r ity and pride 
within France itgelf. Hi the 26th gov- 
ernment since the war, act which in 
itself accounts for the present plight. 


Extremists in the military, of course, 
would have had him go much further, 
much faster. He omitted all extremists 
from his Cabinet, naming outstanding 
men representing the best in. French 
politics in Mollet, Pflimlin and Pinay. 


Thus far Gen. de Gaulle has done 
much to allay the fears of those who sus- 
pected he wanted to become dictator in 
a Fascist-like seizure of power. He did 
this in setting a time limit on his extra- 
ordinary powers and in suggesting that 
constitutional reforms be submitted to 
the people for approval. 

If he can regain control of the mili- 
tary—by far his greatest challenge—the 
general can turn his attention to other 
matters which are necessary to restore 
stability and unity to the French nation. 
He faces a financial crisis and touchy 
diplomatic situations which will be most 
difficult. 

Even those who have been most 
fearful of De Gaulle are hoping he will 
succeed because France must be saved. 
And fermer President Truman expresses 
the conclusion which even the French 
Assembly now has confirmed that the 
general is the only man who can do the 
job if it can be done at all.

He received the award for his 
1950 volume of poetry 
Down in Jericho” 
1950 novel 
Herbs.’ 

The novel award was presented 
to Reece “‘as a tribute to his con- 
tribution to the literature of his 
native Georgia and Southland.” 

Reece spent most of his life on 
the rocky slopes of his father's 
30 acres near Blairsville. He was 
born at Choestoe, Ga. 

Reece’s family has lived in the 
Choestoe district since before the 
War Between the States. He at- 
tended Young Harris Junior Col- 
lege, working on the college farm 
to help defray his expenses. 

In the summer of 1950 he 
taught courses in verse writing 
and the short story at the Uni- 
versity of California at Los An- 
geles. He became associated with 
Young Harris in 1953. 

Reece had lectured at Emory 
University. 

He was a favorite of newspa- 
permen who liked to sit by his 
fireplace on winter nights and 
hear him read poetry aloud. 
Many columns and features were 
written about him. He was known 
as the “Wolf Creek Poet.” 

Of his philosphy of writing, 
Reece once advised: “Don't de- 
cide to be a writer unless what 
you have to say is more impor- 
tant to you than being a cele- 
brity.”” 

On another occasion he said; 
“Don't depend on _ inspiration. 
Writing is work like any other, 
except that it is harder than 
most.””

MADISON, Wis. (AP)—Farmer 
Norman Gandt took his five-year 
argument with school officials 
over a distance of 11 feet to the 
Wisconsin Supreme Court where 
he emerged with a triumph Tues- 
day. . 

The fight started in 1953 when 
the Oconto County Joint School 
District No. 3, in the northeast 


part of the state, refused to pay 
to transport Gandt’s two children 
to school because they lived with- 
in the law’s two-mile limit. 

Gandt insisted it was more than 
two miles from his home to the 
school. So he and clerk Howard 
Westphal took a wire and meas- 
ured the distance. It was 11 feet 
short of two miles. 

Westphal said he measured 
right up to the Gandt's kitchen 
door, but Gandt insisted: 

“He measured up to the bottom 
of the steps and didn’t go to the 
door."’ Gandt added that Westphal 
also measured a route which cut 
across the front lawn, instead of 
following the driveway. The school 
board refused to change its stand. 

Next Gandt put in a new drive- 
way, on the side of the house 
farthest from the school, and 
fenced off the yard closest to the 
school. A new measurement 
showed the Gandt house was two 
miles, 63 feet, 11% inches from 
the school. The board remained 
unimpressed. 

_Finally Gandt filed sult to re- 
eover-$1,655.16 in bus charges and 
other costs: from the board. He 
won a Circuit Court decision, but 
the school board appealed to the 
Supreme Court. 

The high court upheld the lower 
court, which accepted the second 
measurement. The Supreme Court 
agreed that seemed to be the best 
evidence.

West opened the deuce of 
hearts, and East’s jack was per- 
mitted to hold the trick, but the 
return forced South’s ace, As de- 
clarer ran the diamonds, East 
showed out on the third round. 

West knew there were three 
more diamonds to come, and 
while he himself was not in po- 
sition to contribute much in the 
way of defensive values, he could 


concern himself with lightening 
partner’s burden. 


Since declarer had already 
shown the ace of hearts and the 
high diamonds, it was clear that 
East, for his opening bid must 
have the ace of clubs and the 
king of spades and would run into 
a little difficulty in the selection 
of his discards. 


If he could be apprised of the 
fact that West holds the queen of 
spades, he would realize that 
there was no necessity to guard 
the spade king. West therefore 
signaled with the eight of spades 
on the fourth diamond lead. 


This effectively relieved East of 
any burden. He was able to bare 
down to the lone king of spades, 
holding on to the ace of clubs 
and three hearts, enough tricks to 
defeat the contract. ~ 


At the other table, there was a 
different story to tell. West, in the 
manner characteristic of so many 
players with a bad hand, dis- 
carded indiscriminately first from 
one suit and then from the other, 
leaving partner to his own de- 
vices. . 

East, without anything to go 
on but the bidding, and recalling 
West’s discard of the deuce of 
spades, played upon the theory 
that declarer held the queen. At 


the ace of clubs, two hearts and 
the king and another spade, in 
the vain hope that declarer would 
try for the spade finesse. 


But declarer had followed the 
discards carefully, and correctly 
reading that East had bared the 
ace of clubs, he played a low club 
and ducked.

Youngsters in 80s 
Love. Marble Game 


(SN MAY 2) 


Uncle W. E. “Bill” McGrath has come through with a report 
onthe marbles situation out at T. F. Tay!or’s Store on Whites’ 
Mill road in DeKalb County. The fellows out there, who don’t 
let the fact that they are nearly 80 or maybe a little over keep 
them from enjoying their favorite sport, are still having their 
Saturday games. 


Uncle Bill is just 78. So is Uncle Tom Carpenter. But accord- 
ing to Uncle Bill, Uncle Tom hasn’t been playing as much this 
year. He’s been sick sonie and then his sister has been ill, ‘too. 
But Joe Berry Parker, 84, is still knocking them out from “‘taw.” 


A lot of the real sports in that area of DeKalb County know 
about the game and come to watch and sometimcs play on Satur- 
day afternoons. Good players are Hatch Cook, Tom Clark, C. L. 
“Bill” Doby, Homer Merrill, Pete Davis and his son Harry, and 


There is considerable argument among the players about the 
true name and the origin of the game. Uncle Joe Berry Parker, 
whose age gives him some license to insist on his knowledge, 
says the name of the game is “Old time seven up.”’ 

Uncle Tom Parker just as vehemently insists that the game 
is called “‘ring-man” marbles, at least in DeKalb County. Joe 
Berry says it is played just the same way in Gordon County, or 
‘at least it was back a few years.” 

The game is played on a permanent court at Taylor’s store. 
The center of the hard packed clay court is a small cement disk, 
with the marbles ring permanently drawn in the cement. There 
aré four outside balls which rest equidistant on the ring. These 
are ordinary pool balls. 

The inside ball, dead in the center, is a pool cue ball. The 
taw marble is a heavy vitreous clay marble, about one inch in 
diameter. The players line up at taw, about 15 feet from the 
center marble. Each player tries to knock out the center marble 
without disturbing the ring marbles. If he does, the game is 
his. If he moves one of the ring marbles out, he then must keep 
shooting at ring marbles in turn before he gets another shot at 
the center marble. 

“There is still interest in the game,” Uncle Bill reported, 
“but not near as much as there was several years ago. Seems 
like the young folks got to ride about or watch TV or go ride in 
a boat somewheres and aren’t much interested in a true sport. 
You don’t have to just watch this game; anybody can play. And 
the stooping over is good for your liver.”

EATONTON—“Those city slicker jorees in Atlanta 
had better skin up the saplings because we folks from 
the boondocks are coming to town on paved roads.” 


Gov. Griffin made this state- 
ment here Tuesday at the sixth 
Putnam County Dairy Festival in 
rebuttal to criticism of his rural 
roads program by the Atlanta 
daily newspapers. 

Addressing a crowd of nearly 
4,000, Griffin said ‘You folks 
watch and see now if the At- 
lanta papers have the courage to 
use that sentence in tomorrow's 
papers.” 

The governor also unloaded 
blasts at Atlanta’s Mayor Wil- 
liam Hartsfield. Griffin attacked 
Atlanta’s expressway system and 
Hartsfield’s suit to bring an end 
to the county unit system in 
Georgia. 

“It’s all right to spend $45,- 
000,000 on expressways and At- 
lanta streets,” the governor said. 
“but the same people who sup- 
port programs like those will 
not support our $150,000,000 rural 
roads program.” 

He said Hartsfield has been 
“going around the country” seek-

If you mothers are talking 
about getting a fourth polio shot 
for your youngsters this sum- 
mer, you and your family physi- 
cian will make the decision. 


Some doctors in private prac- 
tice are recommending a boost- 
er shot of the Salk vaccine, an 
added protection to be given 
one year after the last in the 
series of three polio shots. In 
the face of present evidence, 
other medical men believe that 
the standard three injections 
will protect people from para- 
lytic polio, at least for this sum- 
mer and possibly for many 
years. 


At present the need for a 
fourth polio shot boils down to 
an individual decision . . . par- 
ents and doctors must consider 
several factors. 


ARTICLE BY DR. SALK 


In the May 3 issue of the 
Journal of the American Medi- 
cal Assn. Dr. Jonas E. Salk 
has published results of a four- 
year follow-up study on a num- 
ber of vaccinated children. The 
title of his article asks the ques- 
tion, “How Many Injections of 
Poliomyelitis Vaccine for Ef- 
fective 


sored by the National Founda- 
tion for Infantile Paralysis. 


If a person has received the 
standard Salk vaccine dosage on 


a standard time schedule, Dr. 


Salk says that three injections 
“provide a state of immunity 
for a number of years.” Physi- 
cians generally recommend two 
shots one month apart and a 
shot seven 


third, or booster, 
months later. 
From the general 
health standpoint, he adds, 
“there are not sufficient .. . 


reasons” to campaign for a 
fourth dose of vaccine. The 
extra shot might be given in 


case of an epidemic. 
NOT RECOMMENDED 


Dr. J. F. Hackney, Fulton 
County health commissioner, 
had this to say: “Public health 
physicians took the matter up at 
a state meeting last week, and 
we are following the national 
public health trend. The Fulton 
County Health Department is 
not recommending the fourth 
shot.” 


Even the third shot, he said, 
is extra protection, and the de- 
partment is more concerned 
now with getting first and sec- 
ond shots to the non-vaccinated. 
“We recommend injections to 
everyone under 40,” he ex- 
plained, “‘but we are concentrat- 
ing on the big. danger zone— 
people under 20 and expectant 
mothers.” 

The government program for 
administering polio vaccine has 
ended. People who want protec- 
tion should contact their physi- 
cians, he stressed, or patients 
who normally attend public 
health clinics should apply to 
their county health departments. 

Dr. Salk’s article also stated 
that ‘“‘additional injections are 
optional, as there is no evidence 
of harmful effect from as many 
as six injections.” In a recent

Dache Beauty Tips for Brides 


By MARY PRIME 

NEW YORK (UPI)--Better 
take heed, men. Beauty expert 
Lilly Dache says a bride's aiti- 
tude toward her wedding can re- 
veal her true personality. 

“A woman’s approach to her 
wedding reflects her approach 
to life,” said Miss Dache in an 
interview. 

“A calm, poised bride shows 
she is well adjusted. A flus- 
tered bride, who is late to her 
own wedding, may be a perfec- 
tionist. She insists on attending 
to so many details that she 
can’t enjoy the event. A tear- 
ful, hysterical bride may be un- 
sure of herself and of the big 
step she is taking,’”” Miss Dache 
added. r 
“BEST POSSIBLE PICTURE” 

“A bride must see that she 
presents the best possible pic- 
ture of herself at the ceremony. 
She may not realize it, but her 
attitude will affect her guests. 
A tense bride can turn a wed- 
ding reception into a cold, stiff 
gathering,” she said. 

Not all brides are beautiful 
without working at it, she be- 
lieves. New clothes, the strain 
of the wedding and the strange- 
ness of a formal gown and veil 
can detract from a woman’s 
looks, so a bride must start 
early to appear at he? best. 

First, Miss Dache said, don’t 
change hair styles radically be- 
fore the wedding unless you are 
sure you and your husband-to- 
be will like the new style. Ask 
him. 


‘MEDIUM LENGTH BEST 


Sort of medium-length hair is 
best, she said, because long 
hair is more difficult to groom. 
Get permanents and haircuts 
about two or three weeks be- 
fore the ceremony, not later. 


Wedding shoes should be larg- 
er. than the normal size, Miss 
Dache said. “You'll be on your 
feet the entire time, and if your 
feet hurt, it will show in your 
face and make you self-con- 
scious. The same goes for 
girdles,” she said. 

She advised using cake make- 
up because it lasts longer than 
pressed powder. You may need 
a more rosy-toned make-up than 
usual to contrast with a white 
gown. 


DON’T USE ROUGE 


Do not use rouge, she said. 
Brides look best when slightly 
pale. Lipstick should set for 20 
minutes before blotting or be- 
fore touching the lips to drink 
or smoke. 


Miss Dache also recommend- 
ed keeping a tiny vial of per- 
fume in a hankie for freshening 
up. Or spray a light perfume 
around — not on — the’ bridal 
suit. Also tuck pieces of per- 
furne-soaked cotton in the suit- 
case lining and between lin- 
gerie, she said. 

“Keep jewelry simple and to 
a minimum—a small string of 
pearls and small pearl button 
earrings. A display of jewels 
can belittle a husband,” she 
said. 

“TI don’t even like an all-lace 
gown unless it’s a family heir- 
loom or belonged to the bride's 
mother,” she added. “At all 
times, I believe in the simple 
woman.”
